Sometimes you can not help but 
wonder what the people we send to Aus­ 
tin and to W ashington are thinking about 
when you look at some of the bills they 
introduce 
Two Representatives have introduc­ 
ed a bill in the Texas House to regulate 
"Going Out of Business Sales." 
The bill would require a $50 license 
before a merchant could hold a Going 
Out of Business Sale, a Lost Our Lease, 
a Bankrupt Sale, a Fire Sale, or all most 
any other kind of sale. The bill would 
require, among other things, a merchant 
to submit a complete inventory of goods 
to be placed up for sale and he could 
not order any extra merchandise within 
30 days prior to the sale. 
The merchant could sell only the 
goods listed on the inventory during the 
sale and would have to submit a weekly 
list of goods sold in the sale to the City 
or County Tax Assessor and Collector 
from whom the license w as granted. 
How ridiculous can you get9 G rant­ 
ed, this business of aoing out of busi­ 
ness sales is getting out of hand some 
places but we do not feel that a law 
such as this is needed to correct the 
situation. 
For m any years the general public 
has done a pretty good job of protecting 
itself and we have faith that it can con­ 
tinue to do so. A law such as this would 
not hurt anyone but the legitimate busi­ 
ness man because the shysters will find 
some other 
type 
of 
promotion to get 
around the law and in 
the end it will 
be the consumer that will come out on 
the short end 
But back to this matter of regulating 
sales. Wre find it hard to understand why 
a merchant in a community should have 
to pay a $50 fee and open up his books 
to a Tax Assessor and Collector before he 
could sell his own goods at a reduced 
price. 
M aybe a few people have been hurt 
by gyp sales but then a few have been 
hurt by mail order houses, traveling 
salesmen, inferior brands, and hundreds 
of other ways It all goes back to the fact 
that the only w ay the public can protect 
itself is by dealing with people it knows 
and there is no way to regulate this. 
We would hope that this bill, H B 
214, never gets out of committee because 
we are sure its sponsors m ean well but 
are afraid that they are being very short­ 
sighted about the problem, if there re- — 
ly is a problem, 
We are reminded of what someone 
said at a meeting we 
attended a few 
years ago when the idea of annual ses­ 
sions of the Legislature was being dis­ 
cussed. Some bright person in the rear 
spoke up and said he felt that v/e would 
all be better off if the sessions were just 
held every ten years.
